by the high courts of twelve 
states and of absence of clear de- 
cision by the United States Su. 
preme Court. These have been 
construed as “a grant of judicial 
benediction to racial exclusion 
practices,” he stated. 

Realtors Enforce Agreements 

Citing the expansion of re- 
strictive agreements, Mr. Abrams 
pointed out that, in addition to 
Negroes, “Jews, Mexicans and 
Orientals are now embraced by 
them.” Enforeement of segrega- 
tion, he said, “is pledged by re 
spectable realtors in their printed 
“Code of Ethics” .. . Restrictive 
covenants are written not only 
in private developments but in 
FHA = subdivisions constructed 
with government-insured funds— 
The Home Owners Loan Corpor: 
ation respects segregation in the 
sale of its houses.” 

Pointing out that exclusion of 
minorities in real estate coven- 
ants threatens democratic liber- 
ties, Mr. Abrams stated:

to seek assimilation was outlined by Dr. Simon Greenberg at the 
convocation here celebrating his installation as Provost of the Jew- 


ish Theological Seminary. 
“The victim of injustice will 
against himself for being a vic- 


tim and for not having the power ee 


to defend himself against his 
foes,’ said Dr. Greenberg. “The 
result is the well known phenom- 


enon of striving to commit sui- ; 


tide physically or psychologi- 


cally. 
the assimilating tendencies 
among our people, the wide- 


spread desire to disappear as a 
people is the sickly offspring of 
embittered souls determined to 


die spiritually rather than to live 


physically defenseless lives in a 
world turned into a jungle. . The 
determination to make oneself 
unrecognizable so that your fel- 
low man may not persecute you 
is' the final admission of one’s 
eomplete disillusionment with 
his fellow man.” 

Dr. Greenberg said that the 
Jews today have two grim real- 
ities to face. First, they are nu- 
merically one-third smaller than 
they were five years ago and sec- 
ond, the world has remained, by 
and large, emotionally and spir- 
jtually unmoved by annihilation 
of the Jews im Europe. “These 
two facts cannot leave the center 
of Jewish consciousness.” Their 
full implications must be investi- 
gated. 


Don't Connect Greece, 
Palestine—State Dep't

Bernstein Decries 
Mass DP Move Report

FRANKFURT — Rabbi Philip 


Bernstein, advisor on Jewish Af- 
fairs in the European theater, 
and the Central Committee of 
liberated Jews this week denied 
recently published reports that 
more than 100,000 displaced Jews 
in the American zone of Ger- 
many planned a mass migration 
to Palestine. 

“No responsible Jewish leader 
or organipation is advocating or 
organizing a mass crusade of 
Jewish displaced persons to Pal- 
estine,’” Rabbi Bernstein stated. 
“In my personal opinion it would 
be catastrophic to send 100,000 
men, women and children out on 
the road without food or shelter 
or transportation which could 
not conceivably be provided for 
such numbers.” 

Rabbi Bernstein added, how- 
ever, there probably would be 
“increased exfiltration” from the 
American DP camps to European 
ports where the Jews hope to get 
aboard illegal transports to the 
Holy Land. This exodus, Rabbi 
Bernstein said, would be in an 
“unauthorized and disorganized 
fashion.”

Vermont U. Survey Shows Quota Favored By 40 Per Cent, _ 
But Other Replies Contradict Discrimination Trend 


‘SWANTON, Vt.—Results of a survey re- 
cently tabulated at the University of Vermont, 
showing a 40 percent vote for a quota enroll- 
ment of Jews and Negroes but contradictory 
replies regarding discrimination and segrega- 
tion, have been published by “The Voice,” or- 
gan of the Vermont Jewish Council. Forty per- 
cent of students, administrative officials and 
faculty members at the University of Vermont, 
favor a quota of Negroes and Jews in colleges, 
according to results showed by tHe question- 
naire recently distributed by the Social Action 
Committee and the Interfaith Committee at the 


University. 


However, many of the 368 persons who filled 
out the questionnaire objected to the wording 
of the questions, complaining that it led to only 
one type of answer. Paradoxically the vote 
against discrimination by college fraternities 
and sororities was overwhelmingly “against,” 
and most of those who returned the question- 
naire said they felt they treated people as indi- 
viduals rather than as members of a group. 

Comments written on the reverse of the 
questionnaires expressed criticism that there 
were no alternatives to the words “hate,” “dis- 
like” and “wegregate” | as attitudes toward Ne-

In the 1930 Yearbook of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, I find this: “It was moved and adopted that the song ‘Ha- 
tikvah’ shall be included in the new hymnal. It was moved and 
adopted that the Hebrew words and English translation of some 
acceptable version of the ‘Kol Nidre’ be included in the hymnal. A 
roll call was asked for, and the vote resulted in 65 in favor and 59 
against the inclusion of the ‘Kol Nidre,’ not voting, 3.” No doubt 
these lines recall to those who were present memories of tense mo- 
ments, 
~ From the S.A.J. Review of October 19, 1928, the address de- 
livered by Dr. Mordecai M. Kaplan, upon his assumption of the 
chairmanship of the national Administrative Committee of the 
Z.O.A., contains much frank talk. “I am ...a novice,” he said. “The 
Organization must be aware that not having held office in it before 
I shall have both the naivete and the impertinence to ask questions, 
and to state frankly all that I feel about the correspondence be- 
tween the aims of the Organization, the means at its command, and 
its accomplishments. I may be expected to come to certain branches 
of the Administration with the brutal question: what are you 
doing? ...” I understand that he was true to his word, and did ask 
a good many embarrassing questions. There’s a story here.

NEXT TIME I’m accused of repeating an idea, I shall have re 
course to the following gem from Oliver Wendell Holmes’ ‘“Auto- 
crat of the Breakfast Table’: “You don’t suppose that my remarks 
made at this table are like so many postage stamps, do you—each 
to be only once uttered? If you do, you are mistaken. He must be 
a poor creature that does not often repeat himself. Imagine the 
author of the excellent piece of advice, ‘Know thyself,’ never allud- 
ing to that sentiment again during the course of a protracted ex- 
istence! Why, the truths a man carries about with him are his 
tools; and do you think a carpenter is bound to use the same plane 
but once to smooth a knotty board with, or to hang up his hammer 
after it has driven its first nail? I shall never repeat a conversa- 
tion, but an idea often. ... A thought is often original, though you 
have uttered it a hundred times, It has come to you over a new 
route, by a new and express train of associations.” 

What is a Jew? I pass on, without comment, the following 
from H. L. Mencken’s “Supplement One, The American Language”: 
“The very word Jew appears to be offensive to many American 
Jews, and they commonly avoid it by using Jewish with a noun. 
This is noticeable in ‘Who’s Who in America’ where the majority 
of Jews who mention their faith at all use Jewish religion, not Jew. 
In New York Jewish boy, girl, man, woman or people is often used 
as a sort of euphemism. In 1929 a statistician at Yale examined the 
replies made by 91 Jewish candidates for admission as freshmen 


there to the question ‘Church affiliation?’ Nineteen answered by | 


giving the names of the congregations to which they belonged; 
of the rest, forty-eight answered Jewish, fourteen answered He- 
brew, two answered Jewish orthodox, one each answered Judaism, 
reformed Judaism, Jewish temple or synagogue, Jewish faith or 
the like; not one answered simply Jew. There is apparently no 
objection to Jews in the plural to designate the whole body of 
Israel, but in the singular it is avoided.”

MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN COUNCIL for Judaism 
should find this of interest. Dena Wilansky in “Sinai to Cincinnati” 
quotes Isaac M. Wise from the March 6, 1857 number of “The 
American Israelite” as follows: “. . . The restoration of Israel to 
Palestine is prophesied by Moses; but this belief, or the prayer in 
this respect, cannot prevent one from being a good citizen of the 
country where he lives; for we are told nowhere that all Israelites 
must return to Palestine. Those who wish to stay where they are 
may pray to see others restored to the land of their wish .. .” 
And three years later he advanced a specific plan for settling Jews 
in Palestine, concluding: “You have prayed long enough; take now 
a practical step towards the colonization of Palestine . . .” There 
are many more of similar content, which I shall be glad to for- 
ward to any who are interested. 

And finally, the following, a perennial favorite of mine, from 
“The Summing Up,” by W. Somerset Maugham. Some Jewish lead 
ers remind me of this passage frequently: “When I have heard 
judges on the bench moralizing with unction I have asked myself 
whether it was possible for them to have forgotten their humanity 
so completely as their words suggested. I have wished that beside 
his bunch of flowers at the Old Bailey, his lordship had a packet 
of toilet paper. It would remind him that he was a man like any 
other.”

AL SEGAL Speaks on MYRON ZILCH'S ESSAY 











ERE ain’t no justice. 

] Some time ago, Carl Alpert, in his capacity as Educational 
pirector of the ZOA, asked me to write a pamphlet on the Hagana. 
After due editing, Carl published it as ZOA pamphlet No. 1, with- 
out my name on it. I didn’t gripe: pamphlets are supposed to be 
anonymous. Then out comes ZOA pamphlet No. 2—‘“General Zion- 
ism, by Israel Goldstein,” a-reprint from The 
New Palestine with Dr. Goldstein’s name on it. 
There ain’t no justice. 

But if you think I am taking a narrow self- 
centered view of the world, eolored by the pro- 
fessional jealousy of one Zionist pamphleteer 
for another, here is another case: 

On Sunday, March 23, nine hundred good 
Zionists in Montreal, Canada, assembled in the 
Mount Royal Hotel to hear Stephen Wise at a 
U.P.A. dinner. They were told that Stephen Wise 
could rfot make it because he was not well 
enough .On Sunday, March 23, Stephen Wise 
was in a room in Commodore Hotel at a con- 
ference called by the Zionist opposition to lay plans for unseating 
Silver—or something. On Sunday, March 23, Finkelstein happened 
to be in Montreal, where he spoke at the Shaar Hashomayim Con- 
gregation. On Sunday evening, March 23, Louis Finkelstein, Presi- 
dent of the Jewish Theological Seminary, stepped into the shoes of 
Stephen S. Wise, president of the Jewish Institute of Religion, 
as guest Zionist speaker at the Mount Royal Hotel, Montreal, be- 
fore nine hundred good Zionists at a banquet assembled. 

* * *” 

IF YOU HOLD certain views rather than others about the lead- 
ership of the ZOA, you may say this was poetic justice, and Stephen 
Wise deserved the punishment. But what about the good Zionists 
of Montreal? 

Nobody has ever attributed an excess of Zionist zeal to the 
president of the Jewish Theological Seminary who usually tries, 
in Brownsville accent, to strike the lowest Jewish denominator of 
the highest potential contributor to the J.T.S. Nevertheless, he 
has done a great deal of good Zionist: work, indirectly. The Eter- 
nal Light program, by far the best Jewish program on the radio, 
begins with the refrain of Rahel’s famous song “Ve’ulai” and con- 
tains many strong Zionist stories. 
of listeners. The work done by the Teachers College of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary is a great contribution to the promotion of 
Hebrew and of Zionism. Their latest project, Camp Atid for 
training Hebrew kindergarten teachers during the summer, shows 
they are always on the lookout for new methods. How to explain 
this apparent contradiction between Louis Finkelstein’s speeches 
and Louis Finkelstein’s work, is just one of those puzzles. Some 
other time, maybe.

DR. NAHUN GOLDMANN is back in this country to do active 

work in behalf of the Jewish Agency at the UN. It ill behooves 
anyone at this time to indulge in any sniping. Had I known Dr. 
Goldmann was coming here, I probably would not have used the 
frivolous language. I did in replying to Simon Miller. But I do 
feel called upon to sum up my attitude in a spirit of earnestness. 
» My main fight against Dr. Goldmann was against his actions 
as a de facto and aspiring leader, a role for which I still think 
he is not suited. He came to this country at a time when its Jewish 
public was still either indifferent er confused about the tragic 
issues confronting world Jewry. That the Jews of America, and 
American Zionism in particular, have in these few years awakened 
to their responsibility—at least, to some extent, is hardly the 
achievement of Dr. Nahum Goldmann. He did little to remedy the 
confusion, and much to exploit it, especially in Latin America, 
where the confusion was infinitely greater. 

But Dr. Nahum Goldmann’s value as a Jewish diplomat is some- 
thing which I am less qualified to judge. I have the impression that 
he possesses some considerable virtues in that field and some not 
inconsiderable shortcomings. In a well-disciplined movement, where 
there is good teamwork and a sense of collective responsibility, his 
virtues will stand out and his shortcomings will be tempered by 
the sum total of collective deliberations, with his colleagues. It 
is fervently to be hoped that in the crucial months ahead, there will 
be good teamwork among all those engaged in our diplomatic serv- 
ice—Silver, Shertok, Numann, Goldmann, and all those who will 
have to work with them. 

* oe « 

IT IS A GOOD THING that Moshe Shertok has finally taken 
up his duties permanently in this country. Ever since he has been 
appointed to take charge of the Washington office of the Jewish 
Agency, at the Congress in Basle, he has been busy elsewhere— 
in London at th negotiations with the British government, in Je- 
Tusalem at the meeting of the Jewish Agency Executive, with the 
result that a great deal of urgent work in this country had to be 
neglected for lack of direction. Now he is here, and the work is 
finally getting organized. 

I have no doubt that Mr. Shertok will easily earn for himself 
the same respect both among government circles and among the 
Jews of this cquntry that he had enjoyed in Palestine. He comes 
here with a good personal reputation and with the high prestige as 
head of the political department of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem. 
Many people, if not most Zionists, remember his name chiefly in 
Connection with his detention at Latrun, where he won the esteem 
of his captors by his fine and dignified bearing. While it is not in 
the tradition in American political life to pay undue respect to a 
man’s position and to consider him sacrosanct merely by virtue of 
his position, I am sure Mr. Shertok will be accorded by the Zionist 
public in this country all that is due to his position, his personality, 
his modesty, his integrity, his earnestness, and his devotion to the 
Cause, and all the qualities he brings to his temporary assignment 
in Washington. 

If a little uncalled-for advice is in place, I would offer these few 
remarks: 

Mr. Shertok is a prominent member of the largest Labor party 
in Palestine, the Mapai. As such, he may be quite sure not only

MYRON ZILCH, thinking vaguely about re- 
ligion, hasn’t been too sure that Judaism, as he 
knows it, is really what he wants in the way 
of religion. He has some ideas about rabbis. 
His memory of rabbis has to do with men 
who seemed so deep he was afraid he might 
fall into their profundity. Sometimes Myron 
Zilch says he’d like to get hold of a rabbi to 
tell him what he expects of rabbis and what he 
thinks Judaism should be and do for people 
like him. But many rabbis are hard to be 
gotten hold of by people like Myron, since they 
are away off somewhere, telling the statesmen 
how to run the world.

Some 
of my friends already have walked out of the 
tumult in Israel. Not that they have taken up 
any other faith. They say that if to be Jewish 
is to be in a continuous roughhouse, they don’t 
want it.

I AM STICKING, but I take the right to say 
what, as an intelligent person, I ask of Judaism 
as a condition of active and devoted member- 
ship. 

I ask for a Judaism that means something 
personal to the lives of my wife, my child and 
myself. I demand a Judaism that in its service 
to individuals is like the service Christianity 
tries to provide for the spiritual and moral 
refreshment of its members. After all, the rest 
of a religion's validity is in the contribution 
it makes toward the good life. If I want a

But since 
her husband would accept no help 
from his neighbors, she had to 
refuse. 


PESACH CAME. It was time 
for the Seder and Rivka-Beila 
had not even a candle over which 
to make the blessing.

EFORE the Passover Holidays are over, how about trying a 
dish that makes a meal-in-one and is slightly different? For 
want of a better name, we call it Scalloped Matzos, and yet it is more 
than that, for it includes a vegetable. Here is the recipe: 
Scalloped Matzos 
3 Matzos A dash of pepper 
1 large onion 1 teaspoon sugar 
4 whole tomatoes, medium 3 tablespoons chicken or 
sized schmaltz 
% teaspoon salt 
Grease generously a fairly deep baking dish .and cover the 
bottom with thinly sliced onion. Break one Matzo into sections and 
arrange over onions. Cover with slices of tomato, sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and sugar and top with sections of the second Matzo. Cover 
with the remaining onion slices and top with the third Matzo. Cover 
tightly and bake 30 minutes at 350° F. Remove cover and if the top 
layer of Matzo is not softened, add 4% cup soup. Continue to bake 
until lightly browned on top. Serve with meat or fish meal. 
Variations can be made by adding sliced eggplant, green peppers or 
shredded cabbage between layers of Matzos. 


Matzo Stuffing for Chicken

4 Matzos 2 tablespoons chopped griebens 
% cup cold water 2 tablespoons browned onions 
2 eggs Minced parsley 


1 teaspoon salt 
Add water to beaten eggs and stir in broken bits of Matzo and 
the rest of the ingredients listed.

4 teaspoons Matzo cake flour 

1 Ib. blanched almonds, ground 
fine 

Beat egg whites stiff and fold in the ingredients in the order 
listed. Drop the mixture from the tip of a spoon at least an inch 
apart and bake 15 minutes at 300° F. then increase heat until nicely 
browned in about 5 minutes. Let cool on cookie sheet before remov- 
ing with a knife blade or spatula. 

Cocoanut Macaroons 

Substitute 2 cups shredded cocoanut for the ground almonds 
and use the juice along with the grated rinds of lemons. Drop from 
spoon allowing room for expansion. Bake on a greased pan 25 min- 
utes at 325° F., increasing heat gradually for the remaining 5 to 10 
minutes to brown nicely. This amount yields 24 macaroons, 

Nut Kuchen 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
% cup finely chopped nuts (al- 
6 tablespoons sifted Matzo monds, walnuts or mixed 
cake flour nuts) 

Cream sugar and egg yolks. Add the other ingredients in the 
order listed and fold in stiffly beaten egg whites last. Turn into a 
spring form and bake at 300° F. 45 minutes then turn up heat to 
325° F. for the next 15 minutes or until set and lightly browned 
on top.

Give U. S. Jewry A Chance To Say W hat It Wants 


HE POST does not want to seem to be 
harping, like a vixen, on one subject so 
continuously, but the type of conference being 
devised for the American Jewish community is 
too important not to warrant as much discus- 
sion as possible. 

For it is quite a possibility that what is of- 
fered may be so weak and ineffectual that no 
conference would be better. 

For instance here’s a pitfall in which seem- 
ingly the committee on future organization is 
about to be trapped: 

The projected constitution is admittedly, by 
the conference itself, a weak one, with no pow- 
ers of any significance. It has been designed 
thus purposefully. The conference wants to 
entice the American Jewish Committee and the 
Joint Distribution Committee and thus has 
given the new conference almost no jurisdic- 
tion in order to show these bodies that their 
complete autonomy will not be endangered. 

However, the American Jewish community, 
The Post hears, is to be given an opportunity 
to discuss the constitution at public hearings, 
probably one in the East, one in the Midwest, 
one in the South and one in the West. 

But here is the catch: 


These public hearings will be held after the 
national agencies have signified their approval. 
As a result the Jews of the nation will know 
or be told that this watered-down constitution 
already has been accepted by the national 
bodies and that to try to give any real power 
to the new body will cause the national agencies 
to withdraw, and so on. 


The Post believes that the entire thinking in 
this respect is wrong. The A. J. Committee 
and the J.D.C., The Post is willing to venture 
now, will not at this time make any decision. 
They will at best merely refuse to act. 

A watered-down conference then with no 
chance of becoming an effective body, will be 
what the American Jewish Community will get 
as a result of the delusion that there is a possi- 
bility of theA.J.C. and the J.D.C. saying yes. 

If it is not too late the procedure should be 
changed. The community should get the first 
chance to study the proposed constitution. 


‘After that the national agencies can see what 


they are being asked to come into. 

All of the above thinking is predicated on 
the belief that the national agencies already in 
the conference really want a democratic body 
with power to act. Rabbi James G. Heller and 
others have pointed out that an effective con- 
ference is not a possibility with the national 
agencies in control. The past three sessions 
certainly prove this contention. When we are 
permitted by the conference to see what is be- 
ing cooked up, we can make a decision on this 
point. A weak constitution would be damaging 
proof. 

The conference has all along been too far 
removed from its constituents. Its failure to 
hold new elections before the last session was 
a case in point. U.S. Jewry should be given 
every opportunity to say its piece. The Com. 
mittee on Future Organization and the Interim 
Committee might not now be facing its present 
dilemma had it had the democratic courage to 
come to the people long ago. 


J.T.A. Story Too Alarmist 


DMITTEDLY the situation between grade 

school children of Jewish and Catholic 
faith is more tense in Argentina than in the 
United States, still the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency news report from Buenos Aires has 
all the earmarks of an alarmist one. It is sim- 
ilar to the widespread belief in the United 
States that separating children for release- 
time instruction among the faiths is accentu- 
ating differences and thus preparing the way 
for prejudice. 

In both cases the assumption is that the stu- 
dents were not aware that their colleagues’ 
religious faith was not of a different persua- 
sion. Even a 5-year-old Jewish child has learned 


that he goes to one Sunday School and his next 
door friend to another. 

This editorial is not to say that the Argen- 
tine government is not to be severely con- 
demned for turning back the clock to state 
religion or that release-time is to be welcomed 
as the solution to a sinful world. 


Even more greatly to be condemned however, 
are the Jewish parents who in the belief that 
they are shielding their children, permit them 
to take instruction in Catholicism. 


The Post will wait for further and more re- 
strained reports before yielding to the type of 
alarm the JTA story would spread. 


Shouldn’t Be Time Left To Attack One Another 


HE attack by Dr. Joseph B. Soloveichick 

on Conservative and Orthodox rabbis not 
only is not warranted by the facts, and is a 
poor means of inspiring a group of graduating 
rabbis, but in addition is a return to inner 
warfare The Post had hoped was ended. 

The Post would be the first to defend Ortho- 
doxy were it attacked by Reform and Con- 
servatism. In the same way, this paper de- 
plores such charges as those made by Dr.

There is much work for the rabbi in the 
American Jewish community.

Reform Incredibly Weak in Brooklyn says 
Rabbi Eugene J. Sack in The Beth Elohim Bul- 
letin—There is a credible report, that in Brook- 
lyn the followers of the Lubavitcher Rebbe are 
far more numerous, certainly more enthusias- 
tic, than the spiritual progeny of Isaac Meyer 
Wise. Whether this be true or not, it is a 
fact that Orthodoxy—Medieval European Juda- 
ism—is not only-strong in Brooklyn, but grow- 
ing stronger, while Reform—Modern, Liberal, 
American Judaism, is incredibly small and in- 
significant here. An interesting weather-vane 
is the Conservative Movement. Whereas 
“across the river” Conservative Synagogues are 
fairly similar to Reform Synagogues, (In 
Philadelphia leading Conservative Synagogues 
have mixed choirs, organ music—and every- 
thing but removal of hats), in Brooklyn, Con- 
servative Synagogues are almost indistinguish- 
able in ritual from Orthodox. 

The tremendous and overwhelming popular- 
ity of Jewish Nationalism in Brooklyn is a 
symptoms of “how narrow is the Ocean”—hbe- 
cause Jewish Nationalism is, by birth and 
nature, European. In Europe where Jews (say 
im Poland) were 2nd and 3rd class citizens, 
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Jewish Nationalism made sense—good sense. 
In America, preparing for the possibility that 
one day we will be 2nd and 3rd class citizens, 
it is a sign of “how wide is the River.” Of 
course Jewish Nationalism has grown in the 
rest of America. That is a Post-Hitler reaction. 
Given peace and quiet, it will subside in 10 
years; but in Brooklyn, it can and will live on 
indefinitely. 

Finally, Brooklyn is the only Jewish Com- 
munity in America whose interest in the Inter- 
faith Movement is positively negative. There 
is not room enough here to document the state- 
ment. But this is entirely from first hand ex- 
perience and evidence will be furnished on re 
quest. 

If we want to raise our children in America, 
we'll have to get busy—dredging up around 
Coney Island and ‘filling in the East River. 
First we must see and understand what the 
increasing Medieval and increasing National 
Judaism means to us and to our children

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HAS JUDAISM BECOME A BRANCH 
OF WORLD-WIDE RADICAL MOVEMENT? 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

Has Judaism become merely a 
pranch of the world-wide radical 
movement? 

I had always felt that Judaism 
is a great faith, that of a great 
people, standing firmly on its 
own foundation amid the storms 
of centuries—that in its own 
right, it was worthy of the ad- 
herence of millions of Jews. 

Yet, in every issue of your pub- 
lication and through other 
sources I learn of actions that in- 
dicate that Jewish organizations 
must support all types of radical- 
ism. 

All of these movements are 
based upon the theory that the 
pusiness man is an exploiter of 
Jabor, that our businesses ought 
to be taken over either by the 
state or by labor groups, that 
communism has special virtues, 
that the man who believes in a 
middle-of-the-road course or who 
is old-fashioned enough to believe 
in individual initiative is an arch- 
criminal. 

I have just received a bulletin 
from the United Jewish Appeal 
describing the progress of the 
present compaign. Donations are 
announced as coming from our 
leading business organizations. 
Yet, to listen to some of our Jew- 
ish leaders, a course of action to 
destroy these corporations is 
nobler than living up to the Ten 
Commandments. When irrespon- 
sible labor leaders seek to ¢e- 
stroy the businesses of the men 
who are giving their time and 
their money to the UJA and to 
hundreds of other great Jewish 
causes, any objeetion is consid- 
ered a sign of anti-Semitism. 

I happen to be a member of a 
manufacturers’ organization. I 
hve been treated with considera- 
tion and courtesy by my fellow- 
members. Yet I read articles of 
praise for those who seek to 
smash them. 


Actually, most of these radical 
groups are anti-religious, and 
therefore anti-Jewish, because 
Judaism is the source of religion, 
not only for our own people, but 
for our fellows of the Western 
world. When we take religion out 
of Judaism, we leave only an 
empty shell. Yet, a short time ago 
one of. our “brilliant youthful 
writers” complained that it was 
wrong to say that just because 
one was an atheist, he was not 
a good Jew! 

I live in a small town. I have 
had occasion, on many occasions, 
to attend services in our Chris- 
tian churches. Always, I have 
had the conviction that the real 
essence of religion, the devotion 
to God, the ethical teaching ‘un- 
der Divine sanctions, all were 
given to the world by the Jew-- 
that Judaism is the foundation 
religion. Yet, too often, in Jewish 
gatherings or in reading reports 
of Jewish affairs, I seem to find 
that religion is of far less im- 
portance than the upbuilding of 
the labor movement or the de- 
fense of some half-baked radical. 

Let not the reference to labor 
be misunderstood. I am firmly 
convinced of the need for unity in 
Jewish affairs and in American 
affairs. Labor is an integral part 
of the national welfare. I refer 
father to that type of labor ac- 
tion which yould destroy all of 


us—including the working man-~ 
in movements as filled with hate 
and destruction as anti-Semitism 
itself. 

Actually, the support of radi- 
cal causes arises out of lack of 
knowledge. The average person 
who attacks American industry 
and commerce does so out of fail- 
ure to know the facts about the 
reasons for our progress as a 
people. It is strange that so many 
Jews have never seen fit to sup- 
port a way of life that has per- 
mitted thousands upon thousands 
of immigrants to come to Amer- 
ica, through the past century, 
start with nothing but ambition 
and ingenuity and, what is prob- 
ably greatest of all, the desire to 
build a finer life for their fam- 
ilies, and achieve success. Jewish 
history in America is filled with 
these stories. Yet too many of our 
organizations would smash this 
system and substitute something 
Younded on false premises. 

Today, communism is seeking 
to win its treacherous way into 
every movement in America and 
throughout the world. Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt has said that 
her experience has taught her not 
to trust Communists. Hundreds 
who formerly opposed any re- 
strictions on Communists because 
they believed in justice and free- 
dom, now realize that Commu- 
nists seek to destroy justice and 
freedom. The Jews cannot afford 
to be victimized. It is deadly dan- 
gerous for any Jewish group or 
any sincere Jew to support Com- 
munism in any way because of 
fear that the fight on Commu- 
nism might be made an instru- 
ment of anti-Semitism. If we 
know what Judaism is, if we in- 
sist that Judaism is a force in 
itself, needing no entangling alli- 
ances, that cannot happen with 
any degree of effectiveness. 

We have seen other faiths sup- 
port Franco and Mussolini and 
other enemies of democracy be- 
cause these schemers gave a 
measure of safety to their par- 
ticular peoples. We have the feel- 
ing that in so doing they were not 
only unjust to the cause of free- 
dom, but unjust to the Church 
itself. We cannot make that mis- 
take. Judaism, too, can say that 
it was founded upon a rock. It is 
never our faith that is endan- 
gered—it is we who might be led 
to stray away after the false 
gods.

Banquet Situation

At a meeting of the Executive 
Committee _of Louisville B’nai 
B’rith Lodge No. 14 on Tuesday, 
March 25, it was decided that the 
Convention banquet on Tuesday, 
June 3, for District No. 2 B’nai 
B’rith should be held at the 
Brown Hotel. The decision was 
arrived at after the following 
was determined. 

1. The Brown Hotel, our con- 
vention headquarters, is the only 
hotel in Louisville equipped to 
serve 800 people at a. banquet and 
will not permit the bringing in 
of Kosher paraphernalia, dishes, 
ete., which your lodge offers to 
do, because it would seriously af- 
fect their operations in serving 
other guests. 

2. The Henry Clay Hotel, 
equipped to handle a Kosher ban- 
quet of 350 people can be in- 
creased to a maximum of 600 peo- 
ple and the excess dishes, etc., 
would have to be purchased or 
rented for the- oceasion, but it is 
necessary that 800 or more be 
served. 

3. The District Grand Ledge at 
its last Board Meeting decided 
that no joint meals be served 
outside the Headquarters Hotel. 

4. All agree that a convention 
banquet was more necessary 
than no banquet at all, in order 
to maintain interest of the dele- 
gates and visitors through the 
final event of the Convention, 
which is the banquet, otherwise 
most of the delegates and visitors 
would probably leave before the 
conventién officially ended. 

The Executive Committee made 
its decision in view of the above 
facts and trusts that those Ortho- 
dox members of our community 
will realize that every effort was 
made to serve a Kosher banquet 
and hopes that these members 
will continue their interest in and 
cooperation with the local Lodge 
in all of its undertakings. 

It was further agreed by the 
Executive Committee that Louis- 
ville Lodge would sponsor no 
local public meal or affair at
